All  About  Tu  Bishevat 

Tli  Bishevat,  the  New  Year  for  the  Trees,  begins 
at  sundown,  Friday,  January  20  and  concludes 
at  sundown,  Saturday,  January  21. 

The  rabbis  of  the  Talmud  speak  of  the  New  Year 
for  the  Trees.  No  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  but  it  is  customary  to  eat 
fruits  that  grow  in  Israel :  figs,  dates,  carobs,  etc. 
In  some  Ashkenazic  communities,  a  custom  arose 
to  eat  fifteen  types  of  fruit  on  Tu  Bishevat  with 
special  effort  made  to  obtain  fruits  of  Israel, 
especially  the  seven  types  of  fruit  and  grain  that, 
in  the  Torah,  represent  the  fertility  of  the  land 
of  Israel. 

In  Israel ,  the  ancient  practice  of  planting  trees 
on  Tu  Bishevat  has  been  revived  and  school 
children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu  Bishevat.  In  our 
Religious  School,  the  children  plant  trees  in  Isreal 
through  the  Jewish  National  Fund.  Also  in  our 
school  this  year  the  first  anniversary  celebration 
of  the  founding  of  the  Nitzanim  Service  for 
children  ages  4  to  7  will  take  place  on  Tli  Bishevat.

The  Influence  of  Maimonides 

The  great  rabbi,  philosopher  and  doctor  Moses 
Maimonides  was  certainly  a  giant  personality  of 
Jewish  history.  He  lived  from  1135  to  1204  and 
continues  to  have  a  profound  influence  on 
Judaism. 

Tody.'  his  picture  appears  on  stamps  of  Carib¬ 
bean  Island  states  and  he  is  revered  in  Jewish, 
Christian  and  Muslim  circles.  How  strange  it  is 
that  this  man  of  deep  understanding  and  compas¬ 
sion  should  be  particularly  hailed  by  those  groups 
in  Judaism  noted  for  their  intolerance  and  lack 
of  understanding. 

In  the  summer  of  1978  the  British  Museum 
presented  an  exhibit  of  manuscripts  and  printed 
books  to  commemorate  the  eighth  centenary  of 
the  completion  of  his  magnum  opus,  the  Mishneh 
Torah ,  The  Code  of  Jewish  Law.  I  was  in  London 
at  that  time  and  was  able  to  visit  this  rare  exhibit. 
Of  particular  interest  to  me  were  his  medical 
achievements  about  which  I  knew  little. 

In  1174  Saladin  had  succeeded  the  last  Fatimid 
caliph  and  his  Vizier  al-Fadl  appointed 
Maimonides  his  own  personal  physician  and  later 
court  physician  to  Saladin  and  to  his  two  suc¬ 
cessors.  In  this  capacity  Moses,  it  is  said,  treated 
Richard  the  Lion  Hearted  who  fell  ill  while  on 
a  crusade,  declining  Richard’s  grateful  offer  of 
the  post  of  court  physician  in  London.  On 
finishing  his  daily  court  visit,  he  would  snatch 
some  refreshment  and  treat  the  patients,  rich  and 
poor,  who  besieged  his  house,  often  until  after 
nightfall.  Yet  he  also  found  time  to  teach  disciples 
and  to  write  the  Moreh  Nebukhim,  The  Guide  for 
the  Perplexed,  the  greatest  work  of  medieval 
Jewish  philosophy.  This  work  was  translated  in¬ 
to  Hebrew  from  the  original  Arabic  during  Moses’ 
lifetime  and  into  Latin  soon  after,  thus  influenc¬ 
ing  the  Christian  schoolmen. 

Begun  in  1185  and  finished  in  1190,  the  third 
magnum  opus  was  not  yet  the  end  of  Maimonides’ 
literary  career.  His  fame  as  a  doctor  was  only 
beginning.  His  treatise  on  Poisons  and  Antidotes, 
on  Asthma,  on  Sexual  Hygiene,  on  Haemorrhoids 
and  numerous  letters  giving  advice  and  prescrip¬ 
tions  to  inquirers  are  preserved  and  were
